Dear  Folio:  The  superficiality  of 
KPFA's  coverage  of  developments 
in  Bosnia  is  disturbing  for  several 
reasons.  KPFA  has  provided  no 
information  on  the  history  of  this 
region  through  two  world  wars,  the 
role  of  multinational  socialist  states 
in  solving  regional  problems  and 
protecting  local  populations  from 
imperial  designs,  the  role  of  Ger- 
many and  the  U.S.  in  fomenting 
this  conflict  by  encouraging  and 
supporting,  in  violation  of  interna- 


tional agreements,  the  breakup  of 
Yugoslavia,  and  the  dangerous 
breakdown  in  the  fabric  of  interna- 
tional law  and  independent  U.N.

Dear  Ms.  Lockwood:  I  thank 
you  very  kindly  for  your  August  8 
letter  responding  to  my  "positive 
(sic)  comments  concerning  recent 
programming  changes".  I  was 
quite  pleased  to  learn  that  you 
appreciated  my  idea  of  letting 
KPFA  listeners  know  where 
former  programs  have  found  their 
"new  homes"  -  I  certainly  hope 
that  many  of  these  worthwhile 
KPFA  programs  do  find  "new 
homes"  on  Bay  Area  radio  sta- 
tions; I  am  already  feeling  their 
absence  in  my  life.  I  am  feeling 
the  absence  of  KPFA  in  my  life  as 
well.  I  have  made  a  concerted 
effort  to  tune  in  regularly  and  at 
various  times  to  sample  the  new 
programming,  but  nothing  has 
particularly  caught  my  interest. 
Worse,  I  am  disappointed  to  real- 
ize that  KPFA's  spoken  word  pro- 
grams have  become  quite  elu- 
sive, given  the  constraints  of  my 
own  schedule.  I  must  say  I  feel 
quite  lost  without  KPFA  as  my 
source  for  alternative  news  and 


information  perspectives,  Unfor- 
tunately, I  was  unable  to  attend 

the  August  30  community  meet 
ing  to  express  these  feelings,  but 
I  look  forward  to  hearing  about 
that  meeting  in  the  upcoming  (this 
issue- Ed.)  Folio,  as  well  as  in 
other  local  media.  While  I  am 
sure  that  you  have  already  seen 
the  article,  I  have  enclosed  a  copy 
of  the  S.F.  Bay  Guardian's  Black 
Tuesday  column.  I  am  very  sad- 
dened by  the  tone  of  those  KPFA 
internal  memos.  It  seems  to  me  it 
was  a  very  unfortunate  way  to 
terminate  some  of  my  favorite 
programs'  I  have  come  to  expect 
KPFA  to  model  an  alternative 
and  progressive  way  of  "doing 
business"  and  very  sadly  these 
memos  do  not  reflect  that  spirit.  I 
am  still  determined  to  keep  an 
open  mind  and  an  open  ear  to 
KPFA's  new  programming  sched- 
ule. There  is  still  much  to  recom- 
mend KPFA  and  one  month  is 
probably  too  soon  to  pass  judge- 
ment on  the  new  programming. 
At  the  same  time,  please  do  not 
interpret  my  present  ambivalence 
in  any  way  as  an  endorsement 
(lukewarm  or  otherwise)  of  these 
programming  changes.  And,  as  I 
seriously  consider  these  changes, 
I  am  very  encouraged  by  your 
statement  that  "feedback  from 
you,  the  listener,  is  vital  to  us  in 
making  programming  decisions. "

I  will  look  forward  to  substantive 
actions  reflecting  those  senti- 
ments.

Dear  KPFA  and  Pacifica:  I  have 
the  following  comments  aboutthe 
recent  programming  changes  at 
KPFA,  and  the  management  struc- 
ture of  the  organization.  I  had 
planned  on  attending  the  meeting 
with  the  local  Advisory  Board  on 
August  30th,  until  I  read  the  memo 
sent  from  the  Pacifica  Board  to  all 
local  Advisory  Boards  that  clearly 
ordered  local  Board  members  to 
support  the  station  management 
or  resign.  I  have  thus  concluded 
that  the  meeting  with  the  local 
Advisory  Board  would  be  a  waste 
of  my  time  and  gasoline,  since 
even  if  Board  members  agree  with 
listener  comments,  the  only  al- 
lowable course  of  dissent  avail- 
able to  them  is  resignation.  I  am 
distressed  that  the  programming 
changes  are  being  touted  as  'in 
response  to  the  listeners'  needs'. 
Certainly,  I  was  not  consulted. 
KPFA  could  have  done  a  survey 
of  its  listener-sponsors,  had  it 
wished  to  gather  input.  Reliance 
on  Arbitron  ratings  and  the  Wal- 
rus report  is  foolish.  It  is  unimag- 
inable to  me  that  you  would  pre- 
fer to  rely  on  a  commercial  sur- 
vey in  which  300  households  (of 
the  thousands  surveyed)  described 
listening  to  KPFA,  rather  than 
conduct  a  survey  of  your  1 8 ,000+ 
subscribers.  Some  of  the  program- 
ming changes  that  have  resulted  I 
like,  some  I  do  not.  Regardless,  I 
am  distressed  at  the  profound  lack 
of  democracy  and  community 
input.  I  do  think  it  is  a  good  idea 
to  bring  simplicity  to  the  sched- 
ule, rather  than  a  crazy-quilt  of 
variety  every  hour  or  half  hour. 
From  my  standpoint  as  a  nine-to- 
five  worker,  I  regret  the  decision 
to  schedule  most  of  the  Public 
Affairs  programming  during  the 
workday,  with  none  on  weekends. 
I've  been  able  to  listen  to  Jerry 
Brown's  show  a  couple  of  times, 
and  both  days  there  were  major

technical  problems  and  minutes 
of  dead  air.  It  appears  that  Jerry 
needs  to  go  to  the  KPFA  studio  if 
he's  going  to  do  a  regular  pro- 
gram. His  long  distance  arrange- 
ment doesn't  seem  to  be  working. 
I  was  not  one  of  those  clamoring 
to  get  that  show  on  KPFA.  His 
program  on  AM  radio  was  avail- 
able in  Santa  Rosa,  and  after  lis- 
tening a  few  times,  that  was 
enough.  He  is  pretty  much  a  one- 
note  tune.  I  made  the  effort  to 
record  and  listen  to  100  Days 
frequently,  and  now  to  its  replace- 
ment, The  Julianne  Malvaeux 
Show.  These  programs  are  not 
making  use  of  theirmedium.  Cut- 
ting the  hour  into  ten  or  fifteen 
minute  chunks  with  musical  in- 
terruptions, each  segment  con- 
taining a  different  topic,  means 
that  we  get  soundbites.  This  is 
troublesome  particularly  when 
there  are  two  or  more  guests  per 
segment,  and  each  person  is  only 


able  to  deliver  their  standard  three 
minute  synopsis.  If  the  host  should 
ramble,  there  is  really  very  little 
of  substance  that  can  be  learned 
by  the  audience.  A  wonderful  as- 
pect of  non-commercial  radio  is 
the  lack  of  interruptions.  It  is  very 
annoying  for  KPFA  to  create  in- 
terruptions in  order  to  imitate 
soundbite  discourse.  I  am  also 
particularly  upset  at  the  loss  of 
Bill  Mandel  and  Mama  O'Shea, 
the  two  smartest  and  most  in- 
formed commentators  KPFA  had. 
It  appears  to  me  that  Pacifica 
management  is  trying  to  make 
KPFA  better,  and  that  is  indeed  a 
worthy  goal.  But  the  undemo- 
cratic structure  of  Pacifica,  and 
the  information-gathering  and 
management  techniques  chosen 
by  Pacifica  executives  have  made 
the  resultant  public  outcry  inevi- 
table. Such  a  situation  does  not 
bode  well  for  the  long  term  health 
of  KPFA.  I  hope  that  the  situation 
changes  and  improves,  because 
Pacifica  and  KPFA  are  valuable 
resources  that  I  would  not  like  to 
see  disappear.  In  peace,  Sharon

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Looking 
Ahead

UR  NEW  SCHEDULE  of  pro- 
grams has  been  on  the  air  since 
August  1st.  While  some  of  you 
have  expressed  disappointment  at 
losing  favorite  on-air  personalities,  others  have 
praised  the  new  programs.  These  changes  oc- 
curred after  a  lengthy  and  conscientious  pro- 
cess which  involved  not  only  myself  and  Ginny 
Berson,  our  Program  Director,  but  the  entire 
KPFA  paid  staff,  plus  many  volunteer  pro- 
grammers. We  were  all  intent  upon  opening 
our  airwaves  to  fresh  ideas,  talents  and  voices. 
However,  this  required  a  difficult  but  unavoid- 
able necessity  of  removing  from  the  air,  at  least 
temporarily,  some  of  the  beloved  veteran  pro- 
grammers who  have  contributed  immeasur- 
ably over  the  years:  Mama  O' Shea's  22  years, 
Phil  Elwood's  41  years,  and  Bill  Mandel's 
prodigious  stint  of  nearly  four  decades.  The 
numbers  speak  for  themselves.  We  cannot 
adequately  thank  these  individuals.  Their  con- 
tributions, like  those  of  many  other  longtime 
volunteers,  have  been  awe  inspiring.  Their 
knowledge,  talent  and  distinctive  personali- 
ties, so  influential  in  shaping  KPFA,  will  con- 
tinue to  strengthen  the  spirit  of  our  work. 

However  difficult  this  transitional  period 
has  been  for  programmers  and  listeners,  it  has 
also  been  very  difficult  and  painful  for  those  of 
us  who  have  struggled  to  find  ways  to  make 
needed  changes.  Our  former  broadcast  schedule 
was  so  full,  there  was  literally  no  room  to  maneu- 
ver. It  was  impossible  to  find  airtime  that  would 
allow  new  programs  to  establish  themselves.  We 
simply  had  no  choice  but  to  ask  some  of  our 
venerable  and  longest-running  programmers  to 
relinquish  airtime  for  awhile.  These  actions  were 
not  born  out  of  a  conspiracy.  We  have  worked 
long  and  hard,  having  conducted  audience  re- 
search and  having  held  innumerable  committee 
meetings  with  staff,  local  Board  members  and 
community  representatives.  The  impetus  to 
change  KPFA's  format  began  nearly  a  decade 
ago,  when  we  realized  that  if  we  didn't  change 
our  programming  to  adapt  to  an  evolving  social 
and  economic  climate,  KPFA  would  eventually 
lose  its  audience,  and  eventually  its  base  of

financial  support.  After  seven  years,  we  finally 
got  down  to  making  some  real  changes.  We 
intend  for  the  new  format  to  remain  an  open  and 
flexible  vehicle  for  experimentation.  The  cur- 
rent line-up  is  a  draft  copy,  always  ready  for 
rewrite.  This  is  a  continuing  experiment,  and 
your  input  will  ultimately  make  it  or  break  it.  If 
it  doesn't  work,  if  ultimately  you  don't  like  it,  we 
will  change  it  again. 

We  all  appreciate  the  importance  of  main- 
taining KPFA's  mission  to  preserve  cultural 
and  ethnic  diversity,  convey  democratic  prin- 
ciples and  to  provide  a  forum  for  dissent.  Our 
unshakable  commitment  to  social  justice  in 
this  highly  reactionary  era  carries  with  it  a 
responsibility:  We  must  become  as  strong  as 
we  possibly  can.  We  simply  cannot  allow 
ourselves  and  our  voices  to  be  marginalized 
by  the  forces  of  reaction.  So  it  is  imperative 
that  Pacifica  Radio  reach  \  out  to  the  largest 
possible  audience.  A  listener-sponsored  sta- 
tion is  free  to  act  in  the  public  interest.  We 
remain  uncompromised  by  commercial  ad- 
vertising or  by  corporate  underwriting.  Not 
so  with  our  competitors;  KQED  TV  is  now 
experimenting  with  limited  advertising.  This 
will  not  happen  on  KPFA' s  air.  In  order  for  us 
to  succeed,  we  need  to  adapt,  to  grow,  to  try 
new  directions  and  sounds.  We  need  to  reach 
a  wider  audience,  a  younger  audience,  those 
who  never  lived  through  the  McCarthy  Era, 
the  Civil  Rights  Movement,  the  Anti-War 
Movement,  the  Environmental  Movement, 
the  Gay /Lesbian  Movements.  We  need  to 
reach  out  to  new  listeners  who  randomly  surf 
their  radio  dials,  and  who  might  just  find 
something  new  and  refreshing  to  challenge 
their  complacency  by  discovering  94. 1  FM 
for  the  very  first  time.  People's  tastes  have 
changed,  and  KPFA's  air  sound  must  change 
in  order  to  succeed  in  its  mission  to  provoke 
and  to  educate.  This  is  the  challenge  of  the 
'90s  and  beyond. 

We  will  continue  to  broadcast  the  most 
provocative  and  uncompromised  political 
analysis,  music,  radio  drama  and  cultural 
programming  heard  anywhere  on  the  radio 
dial.  Our  46-year  legacy  is  as  controversial 
and  varied  as  the  history  of  our  country  fol- 
lowing WWII.  We  have  a  deep  and  enduring 
legacy  that  is  as  relevant  today  as  it  was  when 
we  first  started  back  in  1949.  This  is  our 
future.  Stay  tuned.

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On  August  30th  ,the  KPFA  Local  Advisory  Board  held  a  public  forum  in  Berkeley  to  discuss 
our  format  changes.  Of  the  approximately  300  passionate  listeners  who  attended,  many 
criticized  not  only  the  program  changes,  hut  the  entire  process  of  change.  Several  speakers 
disapproved  of  the  methods  by  which  some  programmers  were  notified  of  the  changes. 
KPFA  was  accused  of  losing  its  political  edge.  We  were  told  that  we  were  becoming  "just 
another  big  Fortune  500  company. "  Several  speakers  demanded  a  return  to  the  program- 
ming they  remembered  from  the  '60s,  70s,  and  '80s. 

The  forum  revealed  a  surprisingly  abundant  quantity  of  public  misinformation.  In  this 
column,  we  feature  some  of  the  most  frequently  voiced  concerns,  along  with  our  responses. 


Why  were  the  Pulse  programs  discontinued? 

These  were  public  affairs  programs  which  aired 
from  7  to  8  PM  during  the  week.  Very  few 
people  were  listening  to  KPFA  after  7  PM. 
Most  of  the  Pulse  programs  aired  only  once  a 
month,  and  even  among  those  that  aired  weekly, 
most  had  different  hosts,  formats  and  subjects. 
They  fluctuated  in  content  on  a  weekly  basis. 
Audience  research  has  clearly  demonstrated 
that  most  radio  listening  takes  place  during  the 
day.  The  Pulse  shows  were  simply  not  reaching 
their  potential  audiences  during  the  7  to  8  PM 
slots.  To  make  matters  even  more  difficult,  the 
programs  fluctuated  so  irregularly,  listeners 
had  a  very  hard  time  remembering  what  pro- 
gram was  on  when;  it  could  have  been  the  third 
Tuesday  of  a  month,  or  the  fourth  Wednesday, 
etc.  This  was  all  very  confusing.  No  wonder  the 
number  of  people  listening  to  the  Pulse  time  slot 
was  low.  Now,  we  are  helping  many  of  our 
programmers  to  work  in  teams  so  that  they  can 
produce  more  frequently  heard  weekly  shows. 
These  topical  programs  will  be  broadcast  in 
time  slots  when  the  largest  potential  audience  is 
available  to  hear  them:  Same  content,  better 
time  slots.  In  addition,  our  Morning  Show  with 
Kris  and  Philip  continues  to  maintain  the  largest 
number  of  regular  listeners.  We  are  helping 
producers  to  create  segments  that  can  be  heard 
during  this  magazine  program,  and  thus,  expose 
their  shows  to  the  largest  possible  audience. 

When  will  public  affairs  programs  similar  to 
the  Pulse  programs  be  aired? 

As  presently  planned,  during  Brainstorm  (noon- 
1  PM,  weekdays)  and  during  Audio  Evidence 
(2-3  PM,  weekdays).  Programs  like  this  can 
also  be  heard  on  Saturdays  from  5-6  PM,  and 


from6:30-7PM,  and  from6:30-7PM.  They  can 
be  heard  on  Sundays  from  5-6  PM  as  well. 

Why  aren  't  any  prison  and  prisoners  rights ' 
programs  being  regularly  broadcast? 

No  one  has  yet  proposed  such  a  show.  This  is 
community  radio.  It  is  primarily  a  volunteer 
effort.  Someone  has  to  be  willing  to  write  up  a 
program  concept,  do  the  research,  conduct  the 
interviews,  produce  the  tapes,  and  work  with  us 
to  get  it  on  the  air.  In  the  past,  we  had  volunteers 
committed  to  this  topic.  Where  are  they  now? 

Why  was  Making  Contact  dropped? 

All  too  frequently,  this  program  contained  a 
repetition  of  issues  and  guests  appearing  on 
KPFA's  locally-produced  programs.  The  same 
guests  who  could  be  heard  during  The  Morning 
Show  and  Flashpoints  would  also  appear  dur- 
ing Making  Contact.  We  may  air  this  program 
on  an  occasional  basis  as  events  warrant,  and 
then  again,  we  may  return  it  to  a  regular  sched- 
ule at  a  later  date.  Of  course,  that  would  neces- 
sitate our  removing  yet  another  locally  pro- 
duced program  and  producer  from  the  air. 

When  will  Chris  Strachwitz,  Phil  Elwood, 
Mama  O'Shea,  Joseph  Spencer *,  Bill 
Mandely  Jane  Heaven  and  BeedleumBum 
Larry  return? 

This  question,  in  some  cases,  would  have  to  go 
to  them,  as  some  of  these  individuals  left  of  their 
own  accord.  Some  of  them  have  presented  us 
with  proposals  for  new  shows.  Chris  Strachwitz 
is  still  on  KPFA  with  Sandy  Miranda  during  her 
Music  of  the  Wo  rid  program  Wednesday  morn- 
ings. Joseph  Spencer  has  an  exclusive  contract 
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with  KDFC.  He  can  be  heard  there  Sunday 
mornings.  As  for  the  others,  we  will  be  making 
more  programming  changes  in  December,  and 
after  that,  still  more.  We  appreciate  how  hard  it 
is  to  lose  a  favorite  show.  We  should  all  remem- 
ber that  when  these  specific  individuals  origi- 
nally acquired  their  airtime,  their  predecessors 
had  to  leave,  and  those  predecessors  had  also 
been  loved  by  many  listeners. 

When  will  the  station  apologize  to  the 
programmers  taken  off  the  air  without 
notice  and  without  thanks? 

No  one  was  taken  off  the  air  without  notice. 
Every  single  programmer  was  informed  months 
in  advance  about  the  coming  changes.  Each  indi- 
vidual was  invited  to  participate  in  the  re-format- 
ting process  in  a  number  of  ways.  Some  program- 
mers publicized  the  new  schedule  before  we 
were  able  to  personally  contact  everyone  who 
was  losing  airtime.  However,  no  programmer 
was  given  less  than  4  weeks  notice,  and  most  had 
considerably  more  than  that.  KPFA  has  thanked 
by  letter  or  by  personal  conversation,  or  both, 
every  programmer  not  now  on  the  air.  Our  grati- 
tude remains  alive  and  strong. 

What  about  the  ngag  rule" prohibiting 
programmers  from  discussing  problems  and 
"internal  KPFA  business  "  on  the  air? 

KPFA  and  Pacifica  have  a  policy  of  not 
discussing  internal  affairs  on  the  air.  This  is 
simply  because  we  know  that  for  every  per- 
son who  is  interested  in  the  station's  inner 
workings,  there  are  dozens  of  listeners  and 
subscribers  who  don't  want  airtime  used  for 
internal  squabbling,  management/personnel 
disputes,  or  on  individual  programmers'  per- 
sonal complaints.  This  is  valuable  airtime 
that  could  be  used  to  inform  and  to  educate 
the  public  about  critical  issues. 

How  does  KPFA  find  out  what  subscribers 
want?  How  does  listener  input  get  factored 
into  the  decision-making  process? 

Every  move  we  make  is  based  upon  listener 
input.  This  is  our  community,  and  we  fully 
respect  it.  We  monitor  listener's  input  in  a 
number  of  ways:  Through  letters,  phone  calls, 
call-in  shows,  subscriptions,  Arbitron  service, 
and  our  own  surveys  that  we  send  directly  to 
listeners.  In  response  to  concerns  raised  at  this 
community  forum,  we  are  increasing  our  ef- 
forts to  elicit  listeners'  opinions.  To  this  end, 
you  will  find  an  audience  survey  in  the  back  of 


this  Folio.  Please  fill  it  out  and  return  it  as 
quickly  as  you  can. 

What  is  this  Arbitron?  What  does  it  have  to 
do  with  public  radio? 

The  Arbitron  rating  service  was  originally  devel- 
oped for  commercial  radio.  Over  the  past  ten  years 
it  has  been  adapted  to  serve  the  needs  of  public 
radio  as  well.  Arbitron  provide  us  with  an  enor- 
mous amount  of  raw  data  concerning  audience 
listening  patterns-tendencies  that  we  would  be 
completely  unaware  of  without  these  reports. 
KPFA  also  subscribes  to  the  AudioGraphics  ser- 
vice, which  analyzes  the  Arbitron  data  specifi- 
cally for  use  by  public  radio  stations.  In  fact, 
AudioGraphics  addresses  the  concerns  of  public 
radio  exclusively.  It  tells  us  how  many  people  are 
listening  to  us,  when  they  are  listening,  and  to 
what  other  stations  they  listen.  These  findings  are 
based  upon  large  samples,  and  they  are  as  accurate 
as  the  surveys  can  be.  While  we  conclude  nothing 
from  any  single  report,  multiple  reports  over  the 
course  of  a  year  are  useful  in  allowing  compari- 
sons and  identifying  important  trends.  Neverthe- 
less, although  Arbitron  data  is  useful,  it  is  only  one 
of  many  indicators  that  we  use.  We  certainly  do 
not  predicate  every  decision  on  the  Arbitron  re- 
ports. For  example,  some  of  the  programs  that 
have  been  recently  taken  off  the  air  had  both  high 
Arbitron  ratings  and  histories  of  fund-raising  suc- 
cess. It  was  basically  necessary  to  open  up  certain 
important  time  slots.  Other  programs  were  kept  on 
despite  their  low  ratings  in  both  categories.  There 
are  many  factors  underlying  decisions. 

One  startling  bit  of  information  gleaned 
from  a  few  years  of  AudioGraphics  reports: 
80%  of  KPFA's  listeners  actually  listen  to 
other  stations  (KQED,  KALW,  KCSM, 
KGO,  KCBS,  KFOG)  more  than  they  listen 
to  KPFA. 

The  choice  was  clear:  We  could  stay  where 
we  were,  with  a  small  and  dwindling  group  of 
dedicated  listeners.  We  could  slip  further  and 
further  into  marginality  in  relation  to  the  vast 
listening  audience  in  general.  The  alternative 
was  also  clear:  We  could  initiate  programming 
changes  to  strengthen  our  ability  to  fulfill  our 
original  mission. 

For  decades,  KPFA  had  made  program- 
ming decisions  "in  the  dark"  without  even  at- 
tempting to  understand  how  the  radio  medium 
is  utilized  by  listeners.  At  least  now,  we  have 
some  tools  to  enable  us  to  make  more  intelligent 
decisions.  Community  radio  is  an  experiment 
that  is  evolving.  We  can  grow  stronger  or  we 
can  dwindle  away.  In  any  event,  we  need  to 
make  the  best  informed  choices.
